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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response dated 05/08/2006 has been received and entered. Claims 6-10, 12- 
14 and 17-19 are remain pending in the application. 

Drawings 

1. The proposed drawing correction and/or the proposed substitute sheets of drawings (to 
figures 3 and 4), filed on 05/08/2006 have been disapproved because they introduce new matter 
into the drawings. 37 CFR 1. 121(a)(6) states that no amendment may introduce new matter into 
the disclosure of an application. The original disclosure does not support the showing of "the 
stacked color layers separated from the second substrate by the liquid crystal layer". 
Therefore, such replacement sheet introduces new matter into the drawings. 

Specification 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: the original specification does not disclose the stacked color layers 
separated from the second substrate by the liquid crystal layer as recited in the new amended 
claim 6. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
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pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 6-10, 12-14 and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

Regarding claim 6, the new amendment has recited the limitation of the stacked color 
layers separated from the second substrate by the liquid crystal layer which is not described in 
the original specification as stated above. Such amendment found throughout the claim has the 
purpose of overcoming the rejection in the previous office action; however, such amendment 
amounts to a different scope of the invention and the added scope constitutes a new matter. 



Response to Arguments 
5. Applicant's arguments filed 05/08/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants' argument is that the structure of the phrase "the stacked color layers 
separated from the second substrate by the liquid crystal layer" is supported by Applicants' 
specification specifically through pages 14, 16-17 and 19. The Examiner respectfully disagrees 
with Applicant's viewpoint since there is nowhere in the original specification as well as original 
drawings to show and/or disclose such stacked color filter is separated from the opposed 
substrate by the liquid crystal layer. The Applicants' specification (pages 14, 16-17 and 19) 
describes that the first and substrates are joined with a liquid crystal layer therebetween; 
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however, one of ordinary skill in the art would not be merely finding "a stacked color layers 
separated from the second substrate by the liquid crystal layer"; it could not be contacted the 
opposed substrate without the liquid crystal layer therebetween (as evidence from the cited US 
5,917,572). 

Accordingly, such limitation "the stacked color layers separated from the second 
substrate by the liquid crystal layer" constitutes a new matter as not described in the original 
specification.
